Vnlooe of Thle Caaatvy Askad tmt Oon- 
tribiitinna tu Help the Strikers. 

New Ydkk, Sept. 19,— Tho long lockout 
in Hiivnna, by which ;il),trt»>l p, ople have 
l>eeii kept idle for weeks, has so far reduced 
the resources of the men that a committee 
bos been sent to tha United States to appeal 
to the oigarmakers here tor money with 
which to buy food 

Monday ni^ht a mass meeting wm held in 
Key West to awaken the sympathy of the 
cigarmakers there, and circulars have been 
sent to the various unions of ci^ar makers in 
tho country asking for contributions. A 
meeting of Cub in ciijarmakers will be held 
in this city to e.)n-.ider the sulijeet. 

Tlie lockout was ori^inateil in a disput<^ 
between one .vorkman and his employer. In 
each of the Havana factories tin re is one 
man who makes the very best and hiirliest 
priced ei-ars. lieeause of hi i siipei-ior skill 
he ocenpies an miieihindenl and almost lordlv 
position. Works when ho clioo-es, ami no 
questions ;ii e u^ked so lonj; as the quality of 
his work is up to the standard. 

For compensation he has received usually 
from «^70 to f lO a thousand ci^rars. The 
cigars are, of coui-se, sold at so high prices 
that the demand for them is limited, but 
there is nevertheless a call for them that en- 
ables these workingoHn to llva la mm aad 

elegance. 

Alxait the 1st of August a manufacturer 
received an order for U,(WKi of tliese cigars, 
but at a price w hich would enable him, he 
said, to p iy but *U5 a thousand for making. 
He took the (II der to bus workin.iii, but the 
workiimii relumed to toUCh it. At this the 
maniifneliir"! di.scbarged the woi kman and 
hired another w ho agreed to do tho order at 
the price offered. 

The discharged workman took his griev- 
ance to the uulon and all the workmen in 
that factory were ordered* out Then the 
manufacturers appealed to the Manufac- 
turers' association, and a committee was 
sent to elfrjct a compromise. Its efforts 
failed, and tho Manufacturers' association 
ordered a lockout in all Havana factories. 
The order took effect on Monday, August 13, 
and from that day to this tha men have been 
idle. 

For a time tho manufacturers laid an etn- 
bargo on the entire island of Cuba, and re- 
fused to permit any cigars to be sbipi^ed 
from it, but this was found to be an unneo- 
essary bar IsUip on the country factoriee, and 
on August :J,'> the embargo was raised. 

Along about September 1, a split, it is said, 
very nearly developed anion;; the working- 
men. The men are divided somewhat in 
their sympathiee by their nativity. The 
workmen of Spanish birth are said to be 
mnch more aggreesive than the native 
Cubans, the original striker- liaving been a 
Spaniard. The Cubans were willing to ac 
cept the compromise offered by the manu- 
tacturerb, but the Spaniards outvoted them 
and contintied the flgtat 

The manafaotnrers say that the great ina 
Jority of the workmen are law-abiding citi- 
zens, but that a part of the lawlessneiai and 
Anarchy in H.ivaiu is due to a few of the 
idle cigarmakers. The aggressors are said 
to tie Spaniards, and the authorities, it is 
said, wink at the misdeeds of wicked Spuii- 
iarfls. 

The latest news received from the island 
on the subJ^ was a dispatch to V. htor V. 1- 
word Burke, of the Tobacco Leaf. It s.-ml 
that there was no more proi«pect of settling 
the trouble now than there had been a month 
ago. 

Seuor Cttrvaj!«J, the president of the Man- 
ufacturers' association, was in New York, 
Monday, on bis way to Havana from a visit 
to Spain. Ha said that be had an extensive 
acquaintance and many personal friends 
among the locked out workmea He felt sura 
that he ooukl aflaot a settlement asaooo as 
ha arrived there. He will sail by tha nest 
steamer.

Advice to Thoae Who Wrlto. 

Newspaficr writers unquestionably sow meA 
from which grt<at, li<vrve,sts ore gonicrml, but 
they never have the sntLsfoction of s<H>ing it, 
or very rarely, at loast. There iire thousands 
of young, middle aged and eMcrly men writ- 
ing on the new.spapers of the world. They 
are inijx rsoiial. No one knows thciTi, no one 
cares for them outside of their inmiediate 
circle. Now and then n man, by force of ex- 
pression, by virility of idea, liecomes rocog- 
niziMl titnong the members of his profession, 
and obtains, to a certain degree, celebrity, 
but all that paasea away when he goes. . We 
have bad great men in metrofioliuui Journal- 
ism, whose names you no\'er heuril of, whose 
history you could not give the first letter m 
the alphaliet. 

It seems to me wise for literary men, for 
men of thought, la whatever profession, 
whether in journalism, medicine, law, theol- 
ogy, tilt) arts and sciences, to have this idea 
in mind: per]x>tuate your work in permanent 
form.
